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DEVASTATED Kathie Lee 
Gifford believes her hubby, 
Frank, passed away from 
“natural causes,” but the exact 
reason for his death is shrouded 
in mystery - because there was 
no autopsy. 

Gifford’s death was sudden 
and unexpected, says a family 
friend. 

“There was no hint his life 
was going to end suddenly, 
just one week before his 85th 
birthday,” says the source. 
“Kathie was planning a big 
party.” 

Instead, the heartbroken talk- 
show host found her husband 
of nearly 29 years on the floor 
of the bedroom in their Green- 
wich, Conn, home, early Sunday 
morning, Aug. 9. 

The famed Monday Night Foot-

ball sportscaster, who left a $20 
million fortune in his will, was 
pronounced dead - but there was 
no postmortem examination. 

Greenwich’s Chief Medical

“If he died from natural 
causes. . .it would go through his 
doctor.” 

But former Chicago cop- 
turned-Hollywood private eye, 
Paul Huebl tells GLOBE that 
Frank should definitely have 
been autopsied.

“It’s the only way to learn 
exactly what happened,” says 
Huebl. “You can’t just assume 
that someone had a heart 
attack or stroke in their sleep 
when there could be other 
issues at play. 

“There’s a disturbing trend 
among wealthy people to have 
a doctor sign a death certificate. 

“The family often thinks it’s 
disrespectful to cut open the 
dead person, but it’s actually 
worse, and possibly danger- 
ous, not to know what killed 
the individual.” 

Huebl notes that Frank could 
have died from a genetic heart 
defect, or a disease like cancer 
or a stroke “that could warn 
relatives to seek treatment or 
medication that could save 
their lives.” 

Sources close to the family 
speculate that the 84-year-old 
gridiron great died from a 
heart attack or even old 
on-field injuries from the bat- 


tering he took as a legendary 
New York Giants running 
back and pass receiver. 

But while Gifford was one of 
the roughest, toughest football 
players, he was shockingly 
henpecked by Kathie Lee at 
home - a secret he hid from 
fans and took to his grave, say 
friends. 

After being caught in a 
steamy tryst with blonde 
former stewardess Suzen 


Johnson in a Manhattan hotel 
in 1997, the shamed cheater 
saved his marriage by letting 
Kathie Lee call the shots, say 
sources. 

“Kathie Lee was totally 
humiliated and remained 
bitter,” says the friend. “She 
always held his infidelity over 
Frank and used it as a way of 
keeping him under constant 
scrutiny. 

“And he virtually let her run 


his life. She decided which 
parties they went to, who their 
friends would be, where they 
spent their vacations. 

“It was the only way to keep 
Kathie Lee’s love and their 
marriage intact. 

“She maybe forgave Frank 
for cheating, as the father of 
her two beloved children. I’m 
not so sure she forgave him as 
her husband.” 

And in the wake of his death, 
Kathie Lee is guilt-ridden over 
that, says the source. 

After discovering the body, 
sobbing Kathie Lee, 62, con- 
tacted their children, Cody 25, 
and Cassidy, who turned 22 just 
the week before, says a source. 

Through her tears, she said 
their beloved father had died 
unexpectedly and she was 
baffled as to what had ended 
his life and left her alone. 

Now, the family friend fears 
Kathie Lee “will turn to her 
beloved wine to ease her pain.” 

Television viewers have 
seen her gushing about wine 
and tippling with co-host Hoda 
Kotb on their Today show set, 
notes a source. She even has 
her own line of vino. 

Daughter Cassidy recently 
confessed, “If you come to our 
home, you’re kind of forced to 
have a glass.” 

Meanwhile, some friends 
believe what REALLY killed

The superstar diva, 69, whose 
body has been ravaged for years by a mys- 
terious illness and other health problems, 
fears time is running out, say pals.

Two years 
later, Adair made news again 
after saving seven people from 
a house fire. 

Cops say Adair was a “heavy 
gambler” on a fixed income, 
but Fogleman believes men- 
tal issues and health problems 
drove her dad over the edge. 
In 2013, he had six heart at- 
tacks and required dialysis 
four times a week. 

“Doctors said he 
suffered severe brain 
damage,” Fogleman 
said. “They called him 
a ‘dead man walk- 
ing.’ It’s insane. How 
does a walking dead 
man rob a bank? He’s 
ill. There’s no other 
explanation.”

The shocking news came after 
the 90-year-old former Commander- 
in-Chief had a mass removed from 
his liver on Aug. 3. 

“Recent liver surgery revealed 
that I have cancer that now is in 
other parts of my body,” says Cart- 
er, who’s undergoing treatment at 
Atlanta’s Emory Healthcare. 

He didn’t disclose what 
type of cancer, but his 
father and three siblings 
died from pancreatic 
cancer. 

According to one 
study, people with three 
or more relatives with 
pancreatic cancer have a whopping 57 times 
increased risk of developing the unusually 
deadly and painful disease.

Sadly, at his age. Carter is unlikely to tol- 
erate aggressive treatments. The goal is to 
increase his comfort, says expert Dr. Robert 
Mayer of the Dana Farber Cancer Institute. 

Still, many aren’t ready to say 
goodbye to the Plains, Ga., pea- 
nut farmer, who became the 39th 
Leader of the free world. 

“We love him here, he’s our 
friend,” says Jill Stuckey, a close 
pal of Carter and his wife of 69 
years, Rosalynn, 88. 

The first indication something 
was wrong came in May, when he 
had to leave Guyana where he was 
monitoring elections, saying he 
was feeling unwell. 

Carter has been tireless since 
leaving office in 1981, working 
with groups like Habitat for Hu- 
manity, winning the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 2002, founding the nonprofit Carter 
Center in Georgia and working as a global 
mediator. Last month, he released a memoir, 
A Full Life: Reflections at 90. And despite 
the grim prognosis, Stuckey insists Carter’s 
a fighter. 

“There’s a history of cancer in his family... 
but if anyone can beat it, it’s Jimmy Carter,” 
she says. 

President Barack Obama adds, “Jimmy, 
you’re as resilient as they come... we are 
rooting for you.”

FORMER Saturday Night Live 
star Kevin Nealon is one of 
almost three million Americans 
suffering from the deadly heart 
condition atrial fibrillation (AFib), 
which is no joke for the 61-year- 
old funnyman. 

"It felt like a pack of racing 
horses in my chest, and 
then when that slowed 
down, my heartbeat 
felt irregular," Nealon 
recalls of his first 
terrifying episode 
with the condition 
13 years ago. 

AFib is an abnormal 
heart rhythm that 
causes chaotic blood 
flow. It increases the 
risk of stroke four to 
five times and doubles the risk 
of heart-related death. 

Symptoms include heart 
palpitations, shortness of 
breath, chest pain, dizziness 
and fainting. 

Dr. Kevin Campbell, a North 
Carolina cardiologist, tells 
GLOBE AFib seems to have a 


genetic link. The best way to 
diagnose the condition is to 
perform an EKG and place a 
heart monitor on the patient 
for a period of weeks. 

"We first place the at-risk 
patients on blood thinners to 
prevent a stroke," says Campbell. 

"For some patients, a heart 
rate controlling medi- 
cation is sufficient. In 
others, antiarrythmic 
drugs are prescribed 
to restore normal 
rhythm." 

For some, a cardiac 
ablation, which involves 
placing catheters inside 
the heart, is performed. 
This cures nearly 75 
percent of patients. 

In Nealon's case, he was 
put on medication that helped 
stabilize his condition. 

"The most important lesson 
for me was communication with 
my doctor," says Nealon. "You 
can have AFib and not know it."

A PAIR of twisted young American 
lovers concocted a cover story that they 
were going on their honeymoon when, 
in reality, they planned to join ISIS and 
become killers for the hellish group. 

But their sick scheme was foiled when 
feds captured clean-cut Jaelyn Young, 19, 
and Muhammad Dakhlalla, 22, as they 
were about to board a plane to the Middle 
East. 

Now, the terror twosome from Oxford, 
Miss., is being held behind bars without bail. 
Feds say both have confessed and face 20 
years in jail if convicted of conspiring to join 
a terrorist group. 

Federal Magistrate Judge S. Allan 
Alexander says Young had “carefully 
constructed a plan” and “left detailed letters 
to her family and ‘the authorities’ which all 
make clear her intent to join (ISIS) and never 
to return to the U.S.” 

Her lover “left a detailed letter to his 
parents which makes clear his choice was 
deliberate and voluntary,” notes Alexander. 

FBI agents posing as ISIS recruiters say 
Young told them she and Dakhlalla wed on 
June 6 and would claim they were travelling 
on their honeymoon as their cover story. 


before sneaking into Syria from Turkey. 

Those who know the pair are shocked be- 
cause Jaelyn and Muhammad, whose dad is 
Imam at a local mosque, are not losers. 

“Mo was supposed to start grad school 
Monday,” says family friend and lawyer 
Dennis Harmon. 

And Young, the daughter of a cop and 
middle school principal, was a cheerleader 
and an A-plus Honor Roll student when she 
graduated high school in 2013. 

The scheme unraveled when they un- 
knowingly got into online chats with FBI 
agents posing as ISIS recruiters. 

Dakhlalla reportedly told agents, “I am 
willing to fight,” and Young said, “I just 
want to be there,” adding that she yearned 
to “raise little Dawlah (ISIS) cubs.” 

The terrorist-loving teen even laughed at 
the July 16 massacre of four Marines and a 
Navy officer in Chattanooga, Tenn. 

“What makes me feel bette[r] after just 
watching the news is that a (brother) carried 
out an attack against US marines in TN!” 
agents say she wrote.
